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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Argument concerning rejection of claims 1-9 and 
12 over Stutzman are primarily directed to whether the "spouted up... rising flow" is directed "radially" towards the surface of the filter 
element, such limitation was not present in the claims finally rejected. Argument to rejection of claims 10 and 1 1 over Smith is directed to 
whether the "fall-off preventing element" is "on the side surface" of "target trapping element" in the sense of adjoined so as to have no 
space between elements is not persuasive. Nothing in the Specification requires the elements being integrally adjoined so as to present a 
unitary component with no space between elements. Page 26 describes particles passing through the outer element before becoming 
trapped on the inner element. Particles would not pass completely through the outer element if there was absolutely no space between 
elements. The paragraph bridging pages 25-26 merely states that one element is on the outside of the other. Terminology "on" was 
interpreted as either adjoining or closely proximate, as commonly understood in the filter and other mechanical arts. If necessary, there is 
some contact between the elements of Smith; they are attached to each other by annular support members at the top and bottom. 

Continuation of 13. Other: A signed & initialed IDS of 1 1/29/07 is attached. Proposed amending of claims 1 & 8 to require both inner and 
outer peripheral surfaces being cylindrical and requiring the guiding of flow of fluid to be radially towards the inner surface of the filter 
element each constitute New Issue requiring further search and consideration. 
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
